The case is still involved in hidden 
dangers, because the course of the ball and 
the nature of the wound are unknown ; but 
he feels hopeful of his recovery. He baa 
not been hopeful before, and has predicted 
death. 
1 p. it.—Pulse 100, temperature 99.79, res­ 
piration 'J3. There is an increase of two 
beats in the pnlse, but the doctors do not con­ 
sider it a bad showing, and attribute it to 
the heat of the weather. 
8:30 p. si.—The President’s condition con­ 
tinues as favorable as at the Inst report. 
He 
has pasted a very comfortable day, taking 
more nourishment thau yesterday. 
Pulse 
104, temperature 100 6, respiration 33. 
U n- 
less unfavorable symptoms develop, no fur­ 
ther bulletin will be is.-.uei until to morrow 
morning. 
10 !■ m —[Unofficial ]—Ouly ael'ghtchange 
has taken place in the President’s condition 
since the date of the last official bulletin, and 
that is in the direction of further improve­ 
ment. 
He is now resting quietly. 
During the afternoon he had several evac­ 
uations from the bowels, the first since tho 
shooting. 
They occurred without pain or 
discomfort, and contained no trace of blood. 
During the eatly evtr.icg, from 8 to 10 P. XI., 
he was troubled occasionally by acid eructa­ 
tions, but ou suspending the administration 
of nourishment for a time this symptom dis­ 
appeared. 
W a s h in g to n , July 6:b.—Among the more 
favorable symptoms iu the President’s con­ 
dition today is the fact that he is beginning 
to find fault with his physicians because they 
do not give him enough to cat. 
He called 
this afttrnoon for beefsteak, but upon being 
told that he was not able to eat beef, and that 
it was not thought prudent at present to al­ 
low him to eat such heavy food, he grumbled 
a little, but consented to compromise upon an 
egg, and say no more about it. 
The erg was 
given him. 
He wished also to know this 
afternoon whether he could not he permitted 
to hold a Cabinet meeting, and evinced gen­ 
erally a disposition to talk, which his phy­ 
sicians were obliged to discourage ani re­ 
strain. 
12 Midnight—[Unofficial].—The President 
passed a most comfortable dav, and his con­ 
dition to night is in every way as satisfactory 
as could be expected. 
He has taken more 
nourishment during the past eighteen hours 
than at any time since he was woun led, and 
the food haH all been retained and jierfectly 
assimilated. In order to relieve him, aB far 
as possible, from the oppression caused by the 
intense heat, the attemiiog doctors this even­ 
ing put into operation a simple refrigerating 
apparatus, which it is thought will render the 
atmosphere of his room to-morrow much more 
comfortable than it has teen to-day. 
It con­ 
sists of a number of troughs of galvanized 
iron, about ten inches in width and fourteen 
feet in length, placed on the floor along the 
walls, and filled with water and broken ice. 
Over these troughs, and corresponding with 
them in length arc suspended shrets of fl innel, 
the lower edges of which are immersed in the 
ice water, whi-b fills the trough. 
The water 
is absorbed and earned upward by the capil­ 
lary attraction in the flannel, as oil io the 
wick of a lamp, until the sheets are saturated. 
This cold water, both by direct contact with 
the air ar.d by the rapid evaporation which 
takes place over the extended surface of the 
flannel, lowers the temperature of the room. 
Although only a few hours elapsed since the 
apparatus wss put into operation, it made a 
perceptible change, and it is thought its util­ 
ity will he still more clearly demonstrated 
tc-mnrrow. 
The day has h en c-mp-ara- 
tively quiet at the Executive Mansion, for 
the reason that the favorable bulletins have 
to a great extent relieved the public arxlety 
and decreased the number of callers. 
A t this 
hour (midnight) the President is resting 
quietly, and all his symptoms are encouraging. 
12:30 A. M.—The President remains quite 
as comfortable as at the date of the last 
bulletin.

CELEBRATION. 


It ha3been suggested th at in the event 
t f President Garfield’s recovery the whole 
country might with much propriety cele­ 
brate ltis restoration as a tort of postponed 
or supplemental holiday of the fourth of 
July kind. 
If the President recovers we 
have no doubt whatever that nothing ltss 
than such a celebration will suffice to ex­ 
press the exultation and delight of the na­ 
tion. 
There will be no arguments required 
to spur the people np on such an occasion. 
The rejoicing will he alike spontaneous and 
universal, and it will be the mo3t enthusi­ 
astic and genuine festival the country has 
seen since the surrender of Lee at Appo- 
matcx Cjurt-hoave. 
B ut it will never do 
to make a mistake in a m atter of this kind, 
and cc> mistake could be half so mortify­ 
ing as a premature rejoicing. 
A t this mo­ 
m ent all the indications in the President’s 
case arc favorable, and the prospect of his 
recovery is better than it has been at ary 
previous time since he was shot. 
B ut for 
all this it must be understood that he is not 
out of danger, and it is at present impossible 
to say when he will be. 
It is evident that 
the physicians do not yet kuow where the 
ball went. 
They are therefore working in 
the dark. 
All they know Í3 that the hall 
is still in his body, and that fact compli­ 
cates the case terribly. 
It is almost cer­ 
tain to work mischief, wherever it is, and 
though this mischief may ha some time 
in showing itself, it may also be fatal tvhtn 
it does happen. 
An absces may form 
about the balk 
The m atter from that ab­ 
scess may be absorbed by the idood ves­ 
sels, and pyemia follow. 
This may occur 
aftt r the wound l.ai apparently healed. 
Or the indications of spiual injury which 
have been so mat k id from the beginning, 
may develop into something serious or 
even fatal. 
W hen a man has an ounce of 
lead in his body it is impossible to say 
w hat may or may not result from it, but 
it is cettain that the patient will be a long 
time in a critical condition. 
Wo believe 
that none of the attending medical men 
know at all when the most serious crisis is 
at hand. 
They are all guessing, because 
they do not know where the ball is, and 
they are now afraid to search for it because 
of the inflammation. 
Until the ball is 
found, or all inflammation has subsided, 
or sufficient time has elapsed to render it 
improbable that any dangerous internal 
suppuration will take place, the country 
m ust consequently continue in suspense, 
and m ust postpone all idea of a celebra­ 
tion.

accursed spoils system. 
The disgraceful 
deadlock at Albany, w ith all its preliminary 
and attendant scandals, is traceable direct­ 
ly to th at system. 
The whole quarrel be­ 
tween Coukling and the Administration, 
the whole programme of the so-called 
“ Btalwarts,” the vices of Grantism, the 
corruption which has repeatedly paralyzed 
the arm t£ Justice—all spring Irom the 
same detestable source. 
All the virulence 
and malignity of the factional fights which 
have so humiliated and disgusted patriotic 
and sensitive minds, have found their 
source in the lust of spoils. 
W hatever is

ful ia our politics to-day, owes its evil 
qualities to the spoils system. 
The most 
pretentious and arrogant exponent oi that 
system is Iloscoe Conkling. 
The most ab­ 
ject and intolerable outcome of it is 
Charles Guitteau. 
I t is not necessary to 
establish any direct connection between 
these men to make the fact apparent 
t :at the system which Conkling has 
b:en willing to wreck his party in uphold­ 
ing is accountable for the hideous deed 
which has so horrified the nation. 
It is 
that system which has prostituted the 
machinery of government to the base uses 
of a class of professional politicians pos­ 
sessing neither patriotism nor principle, 
neither convictions nor high intelligence ; 
a class of sordid self-eeeket’3 who recog­ 
nize in the contests of parties nothing 
more than methods of securing the control 
of offices; who look upon Congress and 
the Administration as machines for the 
disposition of gifts under the convenient 
disguise of patronage ; who care nothing 
for measures or men, but ouly for their own 
selfish interests ; who are neither Itepub- 
licans nor Democrats, but political pirates 
and highwaymen ; who seek to turn every 
movement to their own narrow ends ; who 
fight reform to the death because they 
know that it would be fatal to them ; who 
are disease-breeding parasites upon the 
body politic. 
Such creatures as Guitteau could never 
exist but for the spoils system. 
Under no 
other conditions could such a wretch have 
thought it possible to secure a lucrative 
office on the pretense of political services 
rendered the President. 
But there was no 
insanity ia his ambition as the case stood. 
Men in all respects as undeserving have 
in hundreds of instances succeeded in 
forcing themselves upon the Government 
in times past. 
Ju st such men found 
it profitable to attach themselves to the 
Senatorial Satraps who, in G rant’s second 
term, aimed at controlling the destinies 
of the country through their army of 
drilled and disciplined henchmen. 
liad 
men, knavish men, thieves, scoundrels of 
all sorts, have been brought to the front of 
politics by the normal operation of a sys­ 
tem which excluded all who possessed 
convictions, all who possessed indtpend 
ence, all who were too honorable to do 
dirty work, all who refused to be ob­ 
sequious to the chiefs of the “ m achine;” 
and which selected by an unerring pro­ 
cess the mo-:t unscrupulous, 
the most 
stolid, the mo3t hypocritical, the least 
patriotic and trustw orthy, to manage the 
political machinery. 
The corruption which during the recent 
bribery investigation at xVlbany has liter­ 
ally oozed out in every direction is the 
natural result of the spoils system. 
It 
must be remembered that the whole of the 
Republican side of the New York Legisla­ 
ture was selected in the interest of Conk­ 
ling, and by his lieutenants. W hatever these 
men arc, therefore, they must be received 
a3 fair specimens of 
ConkliDg’s ideas 
of legislati n. 
The fact that most of them 
have turned against him does not alter the 
other fact that they’ were all originally his 
friends. 
It was a regular “ machine” 
Legislature, and the country ha3 had a 
good opportunity of realizing w hat that 
means. 
Tno attem pt to assassinate the 
President, whatever else it does, ought to 
convince the nation th at the system which 
produces such fruits must be destroyed. 
The American people are not fiee from 
blame in this regard. 
They have mani­ 
fested a culpable apathy in regard to the 
spoils rystein. 
They have stood off and 
watched the unequal contest between the 
champion3of reform nod the serried ranksof 
the corruptionists, as if they had no special 
terest in the outcome. 
It ¡3 necessary for 
them to put aside this indifference now, 
and if they do not recognize that necessity 
so much the worse for them.

they are employed. 
Politicians must have 
no power either to make or break appoint­ 
ments. 
Congressmen must bo confined to 
the transaction of the business for which 
they are paid. 
When this is done we 
shall have got rid of the vicious conditions 
which have led gradually up through cor­ 
ruption to assassination; hut until the peo­ 
ple put their shoulders to the wheel there 
will be no effectual improvement in the 
situation.

CITY FREE LIBRARY. 


Annual R eport of th e Secretary and Li­ 
brarian. 


A t the regular meeting of the Board cf 
' Trustees cf the City Free Library, held Tues­ 
day evening, there were present Messrs. V/. 
G. Fitch, K. W . Brier and S. H . G errbb, 
Mr. Fitch i residing. The report of the L i­ 
brarian, Miss Carrie G. Hancock, fur the part 
year was submitted, which is as follows • 
“ To the Board of Trustees of Sacramento 
i Free Library : I herewith present my second 
f annnal repeat as Librarian of Sacramento 
! Free Library. 
The Library has oeen open 
! 359 days duiing the past year. 
1 he number 
I cl books issued during' that time was 38,0/9, 
I a slight increase over last year. Of this Bum­ 
> her cf hooks 32,234 were fiction and juvenile; 
; history, 1,044 ; 
biography, G29; travels, 
1,171; miscellaneous literature, 1.427; po­ 
etry and drama, 588 ; theology, 154 ; science 
and art, 832. 
The percentage of fiction and 
juvenile books was 84, an increase of 3 per 
cent, over last year. 
The average number of 
books issued per day was 105. 
Tho largi st 
num ber issued in one day was 253. 
The 
largest number issued ia one m onth was 
4,022, and was daring the month of January. 
The num ber of patrons of the Library is 
3/250. 
There has been a larger number of 
readers in the rooms than last year and the 
use of reference books and illustrated works 
has been as great. 
During the year 13 books 
have been lost. 
Of these three have been 
paid for. 
Eight bocks have been condemned 
as unfit for circulation (worn out), and ten 
have been withdrawn from the shelves. 
Three hundred and forty-seven works were 
donated the L ib ra ry ; 331 of these are public 
documents sent from the departments at 
'Washington. 
The number of books bought 
during the year was 451. 
Of there ISO were 
novels, and 104 juvenile works. 
The re­ 
mainder 
contained 
history, 
biography, 
travels, miscellaneous literature, poetry ar.d 
drama, science and art, and several valuable 
leferenca works. The whole number 
of 
bocks now on the shelves is 7,4 44. Fifty-one 
newspapers were subscribed for and 21 do­ 
nated. 
Twen’y-three magazines and 11 il­ 
lustrated weeklies were placed upon the 
tables in the reading rooms. 
The amount of 
fioes collected on delinquents, lost and in­ 
jured books, was $200.”

A N otary Public administered the oath to 
tho witnesses and shorthand reporter. 


the first w itness. 
Mr. S t ewart was the first witness called, 
testifying th at on two cccasiocs since Mr. 
Arnes held the office of W arden he had seen 
the W arden himself under the influence of 
liquor. 
On the first occasion he was so much 
intoxicated as to stagger. 
W arden Ames 
had been to San Francisco, and was return­ 
ing home on the evening boat. 
Ife was so 
much under the influence of liquor as to be 
unable to get into a carriage without exhibit­ 
ing his intoxicated condition. 
On the second 
occasion witness had occasion to deliver a tel- 
raphic message to him a t his office. 
He 
emelled liquor on his breath, and judged by 
his appearance th at he was then under its 
inflnence. 
The appearances referred to were 
a flushed face and watery eyes. 
A cross-examination elicited nothing new 
on this head, except th at witness could not 
name a rv other person who saw W arden 
Ames intoxicated in the first instance men­ 
tioned. 
He admitted th at there were 200 or 
300 people on tho wharf, but could not name 
any one. 
No one had ever mentioned to him 
th at they had observed the intoxication of 
the W arden at the time mentioned in his 
testimony. 
He testified further th at on one 
occasion, as agent of the railroad company, 
he had handled beef for use at the prison 
shipped from San Frauci-xo ; that the beef 
was of poor quality, and part of it was si 
putrid as to be offensive to the smell. Former 
administrations had always rent such le tf 
back, and as ttation-agent of the railroad 
company he bad handled the returned freight. 
In this case the Lpecf was not returned.

stated th at a prisoner named Denson, em­ 
ployed as private accountant or Secretary to 
the W arden, had to his knowledge on certain 
occasions teen permitted to go to San Tta'ael 
in citizen’s dress.

had seen him start to San IUfael driving a 
bui'gy. 
In answer to questions if ho knew < f the 
building of a yacht for Commissary Berry 
.at the prison, he said 
Berry controlled 
and claimed to own the yacht. 
I t was in 
charge of a prisoner, who was allowed to 
sleep in the yacht over night. 
The prisoner 
was in citizen’s dre.-s. 
The yacht was u-c- 
al ly anchored outside of the prison grounds, 
about 600 yards from shore. On one oc.-asi m 
the office of the railroad a t San Quentin was 
robbed. 
A prisoner ha 1 been seen on the 
w harf a few moments before, and witness 
had reason to suspect him cf tha robbery. 
He we:.t to the prison, an l was told by the 
gatc-ke -per that be did not know whether a 
prisoner was out or not. 
He made a second 
visit to the prison, th e n he heard that a pris­ 
oner had been found and brought iu ; that 
upon his perron $39 in money was found. 
The money had been taken from him. 
W it­ 
ness asked to look at the money, bu t was told 
that it had already been mixed with other 
money, and couid not be identified. 
IÍ3 did, 
however, i lentify one $2 50 pitee ae a coin 
which had been taken from a drawer in his 
office. 
The burglar had entered during his 
tem porary absence, and broke open the 
drawer with a chisel. 
A cross examination elicited the fact tl 6’ 
it has been customary, a short time prior to 
the ox ¡.nation of a term of penal servitude, 
to allow prisoners to leave the prison in the 
daytime in eearch of work. 
W itness stated 
th at the prisoner who had committed the 
burglary had but a few days remaining to 
serve, and that he was out of prison oc leave 
of absence in eearch of employment. 
The 
examination of this witness occupied neatly 
the entire afternoon. 
The foregoing are the 
salient jiointa elicited. 


MORAL INSTRUCTOR CUMMINGS 
Was the next witness called. 
H e testified as 
to the charge of intoxication made against 
the W arden ; had seen the W arden under the 
influence of liq m r many tim es; judged him 
to be under the influence of liquor by his 
general appearance and by the sm ell of 
liquor upon his breath ; seldom conversed 
with him without being able to emell liquor 
upon his breath ; had sm elt liquor upon his 
breath many times in conversation. 
W itness declined to give further testim ony 
nntil after he had consulted memorada which 
he kept of the relations between him and 
Ames, 
H e was theu exam ined by the Com mis­ 
sioners concerning the nature of the docu­ 
ment* referred to. 
W itness said thev contained a complete ac­ 
count of the difficulties which had arisen, 
preserving the dates. 
Question—W hat was your object in keep­ 


ing them ? 
Answer—M y object was to protect m yself 
from false accusations, and to acquaint his 
Excellency, the Governor, at whose invitation 
I accepted the office of M oral Instructor. 
A fter a brief consultation, the Commission­ 
ers decided to excuse Cummings from further 
testim ony as to the allegations under consid­ 
eration, but would use the witness to pursue a 
general inquiry concerning the m anagement 
of the prison. 
In answer to questions by the Commission­ 
ers witness said that he had obtained bis ap­ 
pointment from Governor Perkins ; that Gov­ 
ernor Perkins informed him that in the ap- 
ointment of Director» and Warden of the 


State Prison he made a specific point in w it­ 
ness' favor. 
W itness was residing in B utte 
county. 
Governor Perkins addressed him a 
letter offering him the position of M -r.il l o ­ 
st* actor. 
He came to San Francisco, visited 
the prison to acquaint himself wi h the du­ 
ties of the office, end d.ciaed to accept the 
position. 
He so informed the G .verr.or ; did 
not remember who informed him of his ap­ 
pointm ent ; did cot know whether he had Lis 
position subject to the discretionary power of 
the W arden to discharge h im ; understood 
himself to have received the appointm ent at 
the hands of the Governor. 
Question—Did you write to Governor Fer- 
kixs, proposing the release ct prisoners two 
or three days prior to tha expiration of their 
term cf peral servitude, so th at such prison­ 
ers might escape arrests upon w arrants issued 
oat oí certain Courts in this State? 
Answer—I wrote to Governor Pt rkins, ask­ 
ing him to pardon certain convicts two or 
three days prior to their regular cishhargc, so 
th at they mi^ht escape from the State and 
thus evade the arresting officers. Their terms 
of sentence would have expired on Monday. 
I desired that they should he released on F ri­ 
day, so th at they m ight escape the Sheriff. 
Question—W hat answer did the Governor 
make ? 
- 
Answer—1 have the Governor’s answer, 
ar.d would prefer to present that. 
I t is over 
a t the prison. 
I will present it to morrow. 
Question—Ce.n you state generally the an­ 
swer given ? 
Answer—The Governor said th at the re­ 
quest was an improper or.e. 
Ia answer to questions concerning the j 
theory upon which the office of M oral In ­ 
structor was based, witnres testified th at he 
had no faith in any ether method of reform 
save through repentance of sin acd regenera­ 
tion through tho m erits of Jesus Christ. 
It 
was his duty as Moral Instructor to lead men 
to God. 
He had no faith ia any permanent 
reformation of men save such as had obtained 
mercy and pardon at the feet of the Saviour. 
Soon after takin.’ his position in the prison, 
the W arden ir ade a ru ’e th at no liquors 
should be used by officers or guards. W arden 
Ames had come to him and asked him to re­ 
port any infrac!i:n of this rule, telling him 
th at he would not reveal the source of h u in­ 
formation sh 'u u l such information be given 
him ; had declined to jierform the service for 
the W arden, as he would cot act r.s a spy 
upon the c induct of officers or guards. 
On cross-examination he did not consider it 
one of the duties of M oral Instructor to re­ 
port any infraction of tha disciplinary rules 
of the prison. 
The CommLsioners adjourned until to mcr- 
row morning. T he examination will be re­ 
sumed at San Quentin a t 10 o’clock.

PLANETARY 
CONJU N CilO N . 


A t the last meeting of tlio Iioyal A stro­ 
nomical Society, Mr. Marth gave eonie in­ 
teresting particulars respecting the late 
conjunctions of Venus, Jupiter and Saturn 
this year. 
There were, says Mr. Marth, 
three conjunctions between Venus and J u ­ 
piter, and three between Venus and -Saturn, 
to Bay nothing of three between Venus and 
Neptune. 
Such triple conjunctions be­ 
tween Venus and Jupiter or Saturn arc not 
rare ; they occur about five times in a cen­ 
tury. 
During each synodical revolution of 
Venus, of 5S0 to 5SC days, her motion has 
retrograded from forty to forty-four days. 
If, during the time of this retrograde mo­ 
tion, she came into conjunction with one of 
the superior planets, there must lie on that 
occasion three conjunctions, as Venus must 
have overtaken the other planet while she 
is 
moving forward, 
and 
must 
after­ 
ward overtake it again. 
In the present 
year, however, Venus was three times 
in conjunction with both planets, a very 
rare event. 
He (Mr. Marth) had gone 
back five centuiies to the year 1384, and 
forward to the year 2000, without finding 
another instance. 
Hut he could mention 
a t least some analogous, and, indeed, a 
more interesting occurrence by substitut­ 
ing Mars for Venus. 
To find a year when 
Mars was three times in conjunction with 
Jupiter, and also tlireo timeB with Saturn, 
we must go hack to the winter of 1503- 
1.Ó04—to the time of Columbas. 
Two 
months ago, on March 3d, when \ enuB, 
Jupiter and Saturn were still near one 
another, there 
occurred an occultation 
of 
Venus 
by the moon, 
visible in 
the 
Arctic 
legions only. 
He hoped 
it had been properly observed by the offi­ 
cers and crew of the Jeannette. 
At the 
time of the old conjunctions of 1504. Col­ 
umbus was in great distress on the coast of 
Jamaica, and it was on that occasion that 
he availed himself of the prediction of the 
total eclipse of the moon on February 29th 
to frighten the natives into supplying the 
provisions w h ic h they had refused.

them 
devoured the other in turn. 
In their last existence the girl regained her 
hnman form and the cat became a ghoul, 
and both were converted by the Buddha's 
discourse, which was to this effect: ‘‘ No 
one must bear a grudge against another, , 
Baying, ‘ He has injured me, he has beaten 
me, he has robbed me, he has conquered ' 
me,’ for if he does this, hatred will be re- 
{ 
>eated successively in future existences ; 
rat if no grudge be borne, enmity sub­ 
sides." Tr.is round of rebirth often brought 
about some very curious and complicated 
relations, as in the case of the uncharitable 
Brahmin who always dined with closed 
doors and windows, lest he should he dis­ 
turbed by importunate beggars. 
One day 
when he was dining, along with his wife 
and child, off a fowl, Buddha appeared be­ 
fore him as a mendicant, and upbraided 
him for his inhospitable conduct and with 
the family disgrace in which he was in­ 
volved. 
In a former birth, the bird the 
Brahmin had j ust eaten was his fath er; 
the little hoy, his son, had been a demon 
and had eaten the father, and his wife in 
former days ha 1 been his mother !—[Tho

San Francisco Call : The life of the 
President of the United States was attack­ 
ed Saturday morning, at a little past 9 
o'clock, with probable fatal results. 
The 
offense was not so much against James A. 
Garfield as againstthe people of the United 
States. 
It was the life of the President 
that was sought, not the life of a man. 
The measure of toleration for assassination 
which finds expression in some quarters, 
when the intended victim is a despot, has 
no excuse when the victim is the President 
of a free Republic. 
Under our form of 
government there is a remedy for every 
evil, v The suffrages of the people have 
placed him where he is, and endowed him 
with whatever power he possesses. 
He 
goes about without guards, and miDgles 
with the people without protection from 
assault. 
This he does on the principle 
that he is the people’s choice for President, 
and that at the expiration of his term it 
will he in their power to relegate him to 
private life. 
The crime of the assassin in 
this instance lies largely in the fact that it 
is a blow directed against the relation 
which exists between the people and their 
President. 
San Francisco Chronicle: Probably the 
majority of mankind might be pronounced 
insane if a merely intellectual weakness or 
strong inclination to moral obliquity or ec­ 
centricity were accepted as the equivalent 
of insanity. 
But such a rule is uot ad­ 
missible on reasonable grounds, and when 
tolerated by Courts and juries is yielding 
a most dangerous point against society. 
The great majority of those Who have 
adoraad the gallows aud the State prisons 
of the country might plead mental and 
moral taint, weakness of mind or eccen­ 
tricity, for crime generally implies one or 
the other ; but it does not therefore imply 
such an absence of reason as could relieve 
the criminal from responsibility for his act. 
Guittcau evidently possessed average rea­ 
soning powers. His fault, like th at of most 
criminals, was in reasoning from false and 
probably selfish premises. 
He wanted an 
office, but could not prevail on the Presi­ 
dent to give him an appointment. 
He 
brooded over this till malice took posses­ 
sion of his faculties. 
Gilroy Advocate: Men who are called 
upon to administer justice are generally 
expected to keep free from open acts of 
dissipation. 
It is almost impossible for 
peace and good order to exist, or for ex­ 
cesses to he cheeked, if officers become 
morally indifferent to the effect of example. 
W hen a man loses n spjet for himself, he is 
disposed to favor the worst side of human 
nature, to Bhield from justice those whom 
the law condemns as foes of society. 
No 
man elected by the people to deal out jus­ 
tice, to repiimand or to punish, should so 
far forget the honorable and responsible 
position he holds before the people as to 
descend to the depraved level of the wrong­ 
doer. 
San Francisco Examiner: The dangers 
immediately ahead are so great as to seem 
well nigh overw helming. 
The prescience 
can hardly he given to the coolest judg­ 
ment to determine at this hou.» just what 
will happen. 
Those who rely upon that 
Providence th at has always seemed to 
stand by our country iu its hour of need, 
will look to that source for a safe deliver­ 
ance out of all our troubles. 
The Petaluma Coitritr thinks the cry of 
Democratic whisky should cease, since the 
Republicans in North Carolina have organ­ 
ized and headed an Auti-ITohibition party. 


French juries do not err on the side of 
harshness. 
Julie Chennevieres, who bad 
surrendered, and was tried for setting on 
fire the wood-yard of a married lover who 
had slighted her, was trium phantly ac­ 
quitted. 
M. I.iehaud had invested the 
case with a sentimental interest, and the 
girl’s father had paid the company which 
insured the wood-yard for its losses.

Mocstain Svfkery.—W hen it becomes 
generally known that there is more and 
grander sceneiy in the mountains of Frtsno 
county than in any other portion of the 
State, there w ill lie a general ruth of plcas- 
ure-seekers to the higher Sierras. 
The 
formation of the Sierras here is very differ­ 
ent from other parts of the range. 
The 
rise of the mountains is more abrupt ; tho 
canyons are deeper and more precipitous, 
the mountains higher and more rugged, 
and the timber growth inore dense. There 
are waterfalls higher than can lie found 
elsewhere in the State, and there are more 
of them, and nestled here and there arc 
lakes of clear, cold water, nestled like set­ 
tings af diamonds in the rock-ribbed moun­ 
tains. 
The King’s River canyon is in itself 
as great a curiosity as the far-famed Yo- 
aemite, and being unexplored will afford 
more pleasure to the lover of nature’s 
grandeurs. 
Besides there are three groves 
of big tieca which contain more and bigger 
trees than those in Mariposa and Calaveras 
connties.

will recognize the value ot these delightful 
groves and will start a pleasure reaort in 
one of these, and by advertising it and tho 
adjacent sceaery will secure a rush oí peo­ 
ple to view the grand old monarchs of the 
forest, and he wUi make money out of the 
venture.
